1. In early October, 1952 a branch railroad line from Kizil Khoto (approximately 
0404; 51-42), capital of Tannu Tuva, to the Trans-Siberian Railway had been 
completed, + The Chinese Communist Ministry of Railways had no complete 
information regarding the length and route of this branch line, but was aware 
that the use of the line would improve communications between Outer Mongolia 
and the Soviet Union and would aid in the development of the defense industry 


- of Tannu Tuva. 


2. In early October a first-class highway, wide enough to take four large trucks 
abreast, was completed from T'ewussut'e (3676/3527/2448/3676}, on the border 
of Tannu Tuva, to T'ek'oniehssutun (3676/0344/ilatthews 4694/2448/7319) in | 
Outer Mongolia. @ The highway srosses the Tannu Mounteins (96- , 50- ) 


‘which lie between the. Soviet Union and the Mongolian Poople's Republic (MPR) . 


3, The opening of the Kizil Khoto branch railway to traffic will permit travelers 
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to avoid Irkutsk when moving from the western part of the MPR to the USSR. Such 
travelers will use the highway connecting Ttewussut's and T' ek’ oniehasutun, and 


then the new branoh rail line.
